Your compilers would wel- 
come news and whereabouts of all Boys, and would appreciate receiving address- 
es of any Old Boys not yet receiving the Bulletin. 

To those Old Boys receiving the Bulletin for the first time, we send School 
greetings and hope that upon their receiving news of the School, many pleasant 
memories will be revived. 

The main purpose of the Bulletin is to keep Old Boys in touch with one another 
and with the School. That this aim is being achieved is evident from the many 
appreciative letters received to date. 

The first Bulletin appeared in October 1941, and since then they have been iss- 
ued at regular intervals. During the past two years, a copy has appeared every 
two months of the school year. From very small numbers sent out, the mailing 
list now stands between 500-600 and it is the hope of the compilers to incr- 
ease this even more as more addresses become known. 

Now and then, we are asked to give more news of 'older' Old Boys. This we would 
gladly do if the 'older' Old Boys would write us telling us about themselves, 
their Old Boys friends, and their doings.
